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THE DEATHS registered in B19 were: Males 25, Females 28 

Total 55, The Lowest figure for the last five years at least. 
None of the deaths occurred onecnes the district, whilst, of the 
remainder © were over 70 years of age, one person being 102 
years of age. 

MORTAETTY. 5 deaths occurred in Infants under one year 
of age, 2 being males and 3 fenales, The couse im three out 
of the five deaths bein: due to congenital malformation, or 
premature birth. Two of the female children were illegitimate.

This was due to an 
epidenic of measles, which swelled the list considerally &, to a 
mich smaller extent, to 2 minor epidemic of scarlet fever, It 
must not be forgotten, however, that measles was not a notifiable 
disease prior to the latter part of B15 & that pneumonia was only 
added to the list last year. The epidemic of measles was due

Tw 
Sites have been obtained by the GQouncil, one on the Beccies Road 
apd ope on the Flixten Road, and leans for the purchase of them 
have been sanctioned by the Ministry of Health. 
Cowsheds& dairies have been periodically inspected. There are 
15 registered opwkeevers in the town anid en an average abeut 140 
cows kept. The great majority were found te be clean and well 
kept, but many of the sheds are old and dilapidated and the 
dairies snall & inconvenient.
